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Method for tracking the size of a multicast audience 
comprising: transmitting to the multicast receivers requests 
including a probability p 5 each terminal replying or not 
with a corresponding probability; counting the number of 
replies to each request; determining from r and p estimates 
of the number of receivers N; filtering the estimates and 
repeatedely computing a new p by forecasting from r and p an 
upper bound of N and determining the new p therefrom. 
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Method for tracking the size of a multicast audience
